SY certain quantities of Wooll to the ſaid Hands ; 

viz. to Gzernezey 1000 Tods, to Ferſey 2000 Tods, to Alderney 
200 Tods, and to Serk i100 Tods. But ſince the making of 
that Act the Inhabitants, and the Manufacture of Stackins be- 
ing very much increaſed, double that quantity will nor be ſuf- 
ficient to carry on the ſaid Manufacture, by which alone the 
aforcſaid Inhabirants do ſubſift. . SY 


Therefore "tis Humbly deſired, That to-the Af which is now 
Pajjing a c lauſe may be inſerted, fo intreaſe the Number 
Tods to be Tranſported to the ſaid Iſlands , which is 


conceived may be fit to be granted, for the following 
Reaſons. | 


r. A further ſupply will appear to be neceſſary, if it be con- 
ſidered that there are in the ſolc Iſle of Gzernezey at leaſt 4000 
Knitters, who making 4000 pair of Stockins a Week ; do there- 
by weekly Manufacture about 60 Tods of Wooll.and conſequent- 
ly above 3000 Tods in the Year : Which being ſo,and the Parlia- 
ment taking now cffectual care for preventing the Tranſporta- 
tion of Wooll into France, from whence the faid Inhabicants 
were neceſſitated to ſupply themſelves with Engliſh Wooll, with- 
out which they cannot poſſibly work there Stockins. It is from 
thence evident, that unlefs ſome greater quantity be now al- 
lowed them out of this Kingdom,more hae fads of the ſaid Knit- 
ters will remain Idle ; and not being able to ſubſiſt, muſt either 
Starve, or be an Unſupportable burthen to the reſt of the 
Iſlanders. | 


2. The King's Service doth require it ; for otherwiſe the 
King muſt be at extraordinary Charges to preferye thoſe 
Iſlands, if through want of what is ſo abſolutely Neceſſary for 
their Subſiſtance, the Inhabitants ſhould be reduced to extre- 
mity of- Want and Miſery, which muſt render them incapable 
of making any Defence againſt the Publick Enemy.
